This is responsive to the Election of Species requirement mailed March 28, 2006 (Paper 
No. 032406), the date of response to which is April 28, 2006. 

Applicant elects the species shown in Figure 1, with traverse. While the Examiner 
suggests that Figures 7, 9 and 10 are species different from Figure 1, Figures 7, 9 and 10 are 
more specific examples of the general bearing surface illustrated in Figure 1. Therefore, 
Figures 7, 9 and 10 are not different species and, instead, are merely variations of the generic 
bearing surface illustrated in Figure 1.
